Summary of reasons for decision: 

‘D7FBDD7F-72EB-4F8B-8701-761454C7978D’ is a digital video file that is deemed objectionable 
under s 3(2)(f) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). It is a 
graphic depiction of a gruesome murder. The murder presents as an act of gang violence by a 
Bra 2 ilian criminal organisation recorded to further the perpetrator's cause, and intended to celebrate 
and validate the conduct taking place. In this context, the publication promotes and supports acts of 
extreme violence and extreme cruelty. The Classification Office has considered the effects of the 
New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 on the application of the classification criteria. The classification 
of this publication interferes with the right to freedom of expression, but this is an outcome that is 





consistent with Parliament's intention that publications falling under s3(2) of the FVPC Act are 
deemed to be objectionable.
